V/ATER  SUPPLIES. 

By  far  the  greater  part  of  the  water  supplied  in  the  Rural  District  is 
derived  from  sources  and  mains  under  the  control  of  the  V/est  Wilts  Water  Board* 

With  great  difficulty  the  Board  ensured  a-  sufficiency  of  water  in  the 
Dilton  Marsh  area  in  the  latter  months  of  the  year,  only  possible  because  the 
Board  had  co-ordinated  the  local  supplies  at  the  village  independant  of  the 
supply  from  'Westbury,  otherwise  there  would  undoubtedly  have  been  a  shortage* 

The  Board  ensured  a  sufficient  supply,  and  the  quality  of  the  water  in 
supply  was,  in  general,  satisfactory*

Chitterne. 

This  supply,  controlled  by  the  V/ar  Department,  is  chlorinated.  Eighteen 
sanj^les  v;ore  talcen,  of  these  tv/o  ^vere  unsatisfactory.  The  Y/ater  Board  is 
negotiating  v/ith  the  \7ar  Dejjartnent  to  take  over  full  control  of  this  su^^j^iy. 

Thirty  samples  v/ere  token  of  untreated  waters  from  various  piivate  soiorces 
in  the  Deverills,  Dilton  Marsh,  Homingshan,  Tytherington,  Heywood,  Chapmanslade 
and  Codford.  A  private  supiply  at  Chapmanslade  and  at  Dilton  Marsh,  and  the 
second  supply  at  Codford  were  grossly  polluted,  and  the  houses  are  no\7  connected 
to  the  Nater  Board  mains. 


I'r.  \i,  F.  C.  Merrctt,  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  reports  as  follows: 


In  ny  last  I'uinual  I.eport  I  stated  that  another  Public  Health  Inspector 
would  be  necessary  if  the  v/ork  of  the  Department  was  to  be  efficiently  carried 
out.  I  would  liLce  to  thani:  the  Council  for  the  prompt  manner  in  ;diich  they 
dealt  T/ith  my  request,  resulting  in  the  appointment  of  Iv'Ir.  V/.  G-roy,  He 
commenced  his  duties  on  the  1st  June,  and  it  \;as  then  possible  to  step  up 
the  fi-cquency  of  visits  to  food  premises  and  to  once  a^ain  tackle  the 
problem  of  the  unfit  houses  in  the  district. 

In  October  the  Council  agreed  to  accept  delegation  from  the  County 
Council  of  the  Millc  (special  Dcsi{7iation)  RegifLations.  The  effect  of  this 
decision  './as  that  a  considerable  amount  of  the  Additional  Inspector's  time 
v/as  talcon  up  in  carrying  out  the  duties  under  these  Regulations,  However, 

I  fool  that  tho  iraplonontation  of  those  Regulations  is  better  carried  out 
by  the  staff  of  this  Council  because  with  their  intimate  Icnowlcdgo  of  tho 
producers  and  retailers  concerned,  they  can  obtain  a  more  comprehensive 
system  of  control. 

SE^JAG-E  DISRDS,^.. 

The  problem  of  sewage  disposal  './as  very  much  to  the  fore  in  the  minds 
of  tho  Public  Health  Conraittec  during  the  year.  A  number  of  small  imi^roverjicnl' 
'.7oro  ccjTi'ied  out  to  tho  existing  systems,  and  an  attempt  i/as  made  to  service 
the  plants  more  froruontly.  To  obtaiii  tho  right  type  of  mannual  'worker  is 
still  a  problem.  It  is  only  possible  to  carry  on  the  services  provided  by 
the  Council  by  rcl3''ing  on  the  longer  serving  older  members  of  tho  outside 
staff,  on  \/hon  much  of  tho  \/ork  falls. 

Once  again  it  was  impossible  to  obtain  any  land  for  the  disposal  of 
tho  contents  of  tho  cesspool  emptier.  The  Committee  instructed  me  to  prepare 
a  list  of  villages  in  order  of  priority/  for  the  installation  of  sev/erage 
schemes.  The  preparatory'’  './ork  for  ’the  Dilton  Marsh  scheme,  including  tho 
preparation  of  drai/ings  and  necessary^  documents  for  the  Ministry-',  wont  ahead. 

Px’oliminc'U’y  surveys  and  investigations  wore  commenced  in  tho  Parishes 
of  North  Rradloy’-  and  3outh'.7icl:,  Some  time  'was  also  devoted  to  the  investi¬ 
gation  of  tho  eventual  development  of  the  Croon  Lane  area  in  the  Parish  of 
Stoci/lo  Ashton, 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AITO  LISPOS^ . 

Tho  Council  agreed  to  replace  tho  old  rofuce  collection  'v/ chicle  ’./ith 
t',70  ncT/  vehicles  aiid  employ  a  further  nan  on  refuse  collection.  The  nov/ 
con'trollcd  tipping  site  at  Broneridgo  Farm,  Penloigh,  cane  into  operation 
during  the  year,  oiid  tho  Council  have  been  dealing  with  all  tho  refuse  from 
llostbury  Urban  District,  The  new  tractor  proved  very  successful  in  securing 
a  much  higher  standard  of  controlled  tipping. 

Tho  Council  purchased  an  ex-army  building  to  house  the  tractor  and  to 
store  and  process  \/a3to  paper.  The  income  from  tho  sale  of  \/asto  papicr 
during  the  year  ;/as  £8^-.  7s.  11  d, 

Tho  use  of  ’the  old  tip  site  at  Heyrwood  Park  was  terminated  and  the 
v/hole  area  lovoUotV,  graded  and  prex^ared  for  seeding  x^i^ior  to  handing  it 
back  to  the  o-vTicr. 

It  has  s’cill  no'c  been  possible  to  find  a  suitable  site  south  of 
Warminster,  if  this  'were  possible  it  v/ould  cousiderabD.y  reduce  the  cost  of 
refuse  disposal  by  reducing  the  mileage  to  and  from  Penloigh  Tip  from  the 
southern  part  of  tho  dis’krict. 
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MOVEABLE  DETELLINGS 


Durdaig  the  year  an  offer  was  received  from  the  o\mer  of  the  Trowbridge 
Lodge  Caravan  Cite  to  bring  the  site  up  to  the  required  standard  prior  to 
the  Gxpiro-tion  of  their  existing  licence  and  planning  permission,  but 
unfortimatcly  due  to  the  delay  in  the  commencement  of  the  Green  Lane  main 
drainage  scheme,  it  'ivas  not  possible  to  implement  the  o\m.or*s  proposals*  As 
soon  as  the  necesscny  main  drainage  is  available  I  ho'pe  to  see  this  site 
brought  u’p  to  an  even  higher  standard  than  that  v/hich  e::ists  at  the  present 
time*
